Into Public Schools 


Harrisonburg, Virginia.—Week-day 
schools of religious education will be 
inaugurated in Harrisonburg and 
Rockingham County with the opening 
of the fall term in ten public schools, 
it was announced today by the County

At the time that Henry VIII turned from the Mother 
Church and had a spineless Parliament declare him spiritual 
head of the Church of England, predictions were made that 
his action tolled the knell of the Catholic Church in England. 
Persecutions raged; the King’s soldiers were used to spy upon 
and arrest priests who dared to offer the Holy Sacrifice; men 
and women, by the thousands, whose only crime was a devo- 
tion to the religion spread upon their island home by St. 
Augustine, were brutally butchered; beautiful churches, the 
result of years of toil and sacrifice were seized and despoiled 
of their Catholic fixtures; monasteries and convents were 
seized and their inhabitants were driven into hiding or put 
to death; all of these horrors were rampant during the reign 
of the Protestant rulers in England. Despite the robbery, the 
pillage, and the terrors of armed soldiers, the Faith was not 
extinguished. A price of fifty pounds was put upon the head of 
priests who refused to renounce their loyalty to the Pope of 
Rome. Throughout al] these trying years, with their bloody 
tragedies, the Catholic Church grew and is growing to the 
present day. 

Converts 7rom Anglicanism to the Catholic Church have 
come from a!! walks of life. This fact is not strange when we 
remember that Jesus drew all to Himself and the history of 
the Church shows that the Apostles gathered converts to 
Christianity from the fishing boats, the farms of the hillside 
and the shepherds and even from the household of the 
Caesars. 

It is interesting to note, according to the report of Mr. A. 
R. Burges-Bayly, that there are at present more than 100 for- 
mer ministers who are now serving as Catholic priests in 
England. The conversion of these former clergymen refutes 
the statement, sometimes made, that the Catholic Church ap- 
peals only to the uneducated. Surely, the body of Anglican 
clergymen cannot be tneducated. Yet a study of the history of 
the Church, a careful study of Her theological teachings, and 
a realization of the need of authority, together with the con- 
sciousness of God’s goodness in establishing His Sacraments 
for the benefit of men, have prompted these men, as did 
Newman and Wiseman before them, to seek admission into 
the One, True Fold. John Henry Newman could not be con- 
sidered an illiterate. His has been recognized and admitted as 
one of the keenest minds of the past cermtury. Because the 
Catholic Church is universal and because it is the Church es- 
tablished by Christ, it has the poor, the unlettered, together 
with the rich and learned. After all, membership in Christ’s 
true Church comes with the gift of Faith and Baptism and 
it matters not whether this Faith is inspired by the instruc- 
tions of good Catholic parents or those received at the little 
schools and churches of the countryside or whether Faith has 
come as a blessing from God through the conversion of the 
student of history, who realizes that the Catholic Church is 
the historical Church of the centuries, or from the study of 
the theologian who delves into the dogmas of Faith as made 
known, by our Saviour, to His Church, and through Her, us- 
ing the Sacred Scriptures and Tradition, transmitted to the 
people. 

Mr. Burges-Bayly, once an Anglican Vicar, is authority for 
the statement that since Newman’s conversion, 787 Anglican 
clergymen have been received into the Church, and that from 
1910, a period less than 20 years, 222 ministers of the Church 
of England have madetheir submission to the Catholic Church.
